Informant  states  that  after  the  American  landing  cn  Noenfoor  Is,, 
cn  July  2  1944,  he  was  taken  with  about  50  other  Koiho  cf  nixed 
Indonesian  races  into  the  jungle  with  the  Japanese  Garrison, 
lie  does  not  know  hc-v  many  .laps,  there  were  but  they  numbered 
some  hundreds..  After  the  5th,  he  and  ton  others  cf  mixed  races 
succeeded  in  e soap ting ,  After  about  5  days  of  walking  in  the 
.jungle,  they  fell' in  with  about  fC  Japs,  who  took  then  again  into 
tr.o  jungle  for  about  2  days.  Informant  escaped  again,  this  tlr.e 
with  7  others,  for  one  day,  when  they  net  9  o tilers  (Rcihc)  who 
bad  escaped  they  were  then  a  party  of  17  escapees.  They  were 
together  for  2  days,  when  they  again  met  Japanese  numbering  abcut 
100,  once  mere  they  were  under  escort,  but  on  the  following  day, 
in  the  evening  they  i/ere  very  closely  watched  and  kept  in  a 
bunch  with  Jap.  sentries  all  around  then.  In  the  morning  at 
about  8  o'clock,  informant  and  the  16  others  wore  or cored  to  fall 
in,  they  wera  blindfolded  and  ordered  to  open  their  coats.  Before 
this  however,  informant,  saw  that  all  the  Japanese  had  fixed 
bayonets,  they  ware  behind  and  in  front  of  these  17  men,  about  4 
officers  were  present  including  a  Captain.;  a  1st,  Lieut,  2  2nd* 
Licuts*,  and  a  Sergeant  lia  jor,,  orders  were  shouted  to  the  Japs,  , 
and  all  17  men  were  bayoneted.  Each  was  then  examined  to 
ascertain  whether  life  was  extinct  or  not.
